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DR. WHITE ON LYNCHING. 
The weakness of Dr. White’s theory of lynching 
is that there is no end of lynching visible in it. 
“There are some communities in the United 
States,” says Prof. Goldwin Smith, quoted by Dr. 
White, “where lynch law is better than any other.” 
In other words, the impromptu decision of an 
angry mob is better, in some communities, than the 
‘law of Legislature and court. 
Dr. White and Prof. Goldwin Smith must be heard 
“with respect, but this appears very like nonsense. 
Wherever the community is organized it will pro- 
yide the best law. If this is not true, then the 





) whole history of English and American criminal law 


is misleading. 

Dr. White says he feels sympathy for the victim 
and his family, not for the murderer. 

There will be no dissent from this. But did we 
not agree years ago that a man was not a murderer 
until he was found to be such by a lawful jury, after 
diligent inquiry into the facts? And has not ex- 
perience shown that such a finding is safer, saner 
and more apt to be the truth than the judgment of 
a mob thirsting for vengeance? 

If Dr. White’s logic is pursued to the end it will 
leave us nothing but lynch law. The fact he cites— 
that only one homicide in 46 is punished, excites in- 


*dignation, and even in the most orderly communities

ful spectacles and grotesque fun that seem to make an especial ap- 
peal to the human imagination, and a house that crowded the Cen- 
tury to the doors greeted the play's return to St. Louis last night. Even 
Manager Short of the Olympic ran away from his own playhouse and took 
a look in at the Wizard during the course Of the evening, and a number of 
other theatrical people more or less off duty were there and enjoyed them- 
selves very much indeed. 

“Dave’’ Montgomery, the Tin Woodman of the amusing Hamlin 
Miichell musical extravaganza, is a Missourian, but for all that the truth 
demands the statement that Fred Stone as the Scarecrow is the funny back- 
bone of “The Wizard of Oz’’ and, most emphatically, its bright, particular 
star. He was as fresh and apparently spontaneous in the part last night 
as when he first took hold of it and kept the house in a rdar from the mo- 
ment of his first coming to life in the cornfield until he cut his last mon- 
keéey-shine just ‘as the black curtain, descending, came on a line with the top 
of his head. Montgomery makes a good second for Stone—and that’s all that 
can be said of the St. Joe boy as matters now stand. 

The various features of the play, including the wonderful poppy-field 
transformation scene, evidentiy made as pronounced a hit last night as during 
the Wizards first season, and the house was finely responsive to the play's 
good points. The company in support of the two leading comedians is fair- 
ly capable. Miss Belle Robinson makes an acceptable Dorothy Gale, James 
K. Wesley is amusing as the Wizard himself, Narold .Morey is an adequate 
Gen. Riskitt, and Joseph Schrode as Imogen the Cow and George Ramza as 
the Cowardly Lion fairly covered themselves with zoological glory.

CASTRO'S PRELATE 


Venezuela President Frightened 
by Effort to Poison His 
Archbishop. 





ANTI-FOREIGN CRUSADE 





Castro Says He Will Annul 
Monroe Doctrine and 
Humble France. 


WILLEMSTADT, Island of Curacao, 
Feb. 26,—According to advices received 
from Caracas, President Castro is great- 
ly unnerved as’ the resu!t of an unsuc- 
cessful attempt by an unknown person 
to poison the Rev. Dr. Juan Bautista 
Castro, Archbishop of Venezuela, by 
putting nitrate of silver in the com- 
munal wine on Sunday, Feb. 18, which 
caused a great sensation. 


The Archbishop some time ago issued 
an encyclical rebukKing the Venezuelan 
clergy for their tmmorality. The at- 
tempt on the Archbishop's life is gen- 
erally attributed to a priest. 

It is learned from official sources at 
Caracas that President Castro’s next 
move in the French question will be 
to call upon the United States to arbi- 
trate the question of amount of damage 
done by France in permitting the fitting 
out of the filibustering steamer Ban 
Righ, at Fort de France, Island of Mar- 
tinique, to prey upon Venezuelan com- 
merce and transport troops during the 
Matos revolt. 

The United States’ claim inst 
Great Britain in the case of Alabama 
will be cited as a precedent. 


Threatens Monroe Doctrine. 


Castro has announced to his friends a 
project of driving all foreigners out of 
Venezuela. 

He declares he will humble France, 
break up the Monroe Doctrine, clear 
out the French from Venezuela and 
then start on Americans, Engiishmen 
and Germans, who, he declares, are 
worse than Chinese. He is reported as 
saying that he will clear the country 
of foreigners. He is very bitter against 
Americans, who, he says, are after his 
country. 

The populace is yearning for an Amer- 
ican protectorate, and the better class 
of Venezuelans are reported as saying 
that the situation demands immediate 
intervention by the United States, for 
the sake of humanity.

DAVID B. HENDERSON'S 
REMARKABLE CAREER, 


David B. Henderson, who was twice 
wounded in the Civil War, who was 
thrice nominated unanimously for 
Congress, who was famous as a “hip, 
hip, hurrah” orator, and who was the 
first man of alien birth to preside 
over the national House of Represen- 
-tatives, was born in Old Deer, Scot- 
land, in 1840. His father and mother 
brought him to America when he was 
6 vears old. They settled first in I}- 
linois, and three years later removed 
to Henderson County, Iowa.’ 

It was Henderson's boast that when 
a Stripling he broke up the virgin 
prairie, named after his father, with 
a six-yoke team of oxen. At 19 he en- 
tered the Upper Iowa University at 
Fayette, but his college course was 
interrupted in 1861 by the outbreak of 
the war. Senator William B. Allison 
Was then organizing volunteers in re- 
S,onse to the. President's call, and 
Henderson applied to him. This was 
the beginning of a friendship between 
Henderson and Allison which was 
never interrupted. 

Henderson suggested that he could 
raise a fuil company among the stu- 
dents at Upper [owa University, and 
he made his word good. He declined 
the Captaincy of the company on the 
ground that he was too young, and 
was elected First Lieutenant.

The company became a part of the 
Twelfth Iowa Regiment. At the as- 
sault on Fort Donelson his Captain 
was disabled, and Henderson led the 
charge of his company on the works. 
A ball struck him in the face, break- 
ing his jaw. 

He was invalided home, but recovered 
and rejoined his regiment. A year later 
nis ankle was shattered by a ball and 
his foot was amputated. He went home 
and was appointed a member of the 
Board of Enrollment for his district. 
Toward the close of the war the Forty- 
sixth Iowa Regiment was organized, 
and Henderson, crippled as he was, ac- 
cepted the colonelcy. He fought through 
to the end. His led was amputated at 
the knee. 

Returning home, he studied law, and 
held the position Internal Revenue 
Collector at Dubuque. His next office 
was that of Assistant United States Dis- 
trict Attorney. In 1882 he was offered 
and accepted the unanimous Republican 
nomination te Congress. His election fol- 
lowed in the fall, and every two years 
thereafter he was renominated and re- 
elected by large majorities. 

For several years he was the law part- 
ner of Oliver P. Shiras, brother of Su- 
preme Judge Shiras. 

Col. Henderson's family consists of two 
daughters and a son. The eldest, Mrs. 
Angie Peaselee of East Dubuque, is the 
wife of 2 bank cashier. The second 
daughter is ut nmarried. The son, Don A. 
Henderson, is in the lumber business at 
St. Paul.
